AN  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION 

When  we  were  in  San  Diego  recently,  Beth  and  I  visited  one  of  Cali- 
fornia's oldest  churches:  Mission  San  Diego  de  Alcala.  The  mission 
was  founded  in  1769,  and  the  present  building  originally  built  in  1776. 
The  mission  had  an  interesting  history.  The  building  was  destroyed 
in  1803  by  earthquake,  and  was  restored  in  1813.  Under  Mexican  rule  in 
the  1840' s,  the  mission  was  taken  away  from  the  Church  and  given  to  pri- 
vate landowners.  In  1847,  when  California  came  under  United  States 
jurisdiction  a  battalion  of  the  U.S.  Cavalry  occupied  it.  Then  Presi- 
dent Lincoln  restored  the  Mission  to  the  church  in  1862,  although  the 
buildings  were  in  ruins.  Finally,  after  being  restored  once  again,  the 
building  was  rededicated  in  1931. 

I  was  surprised  to  find  that,  today,  Mission  Basilica  San  Diego  de 
Alcala  houses  an  active  Roman  Catholic  parish. 

It  behooves  us  all  to  take  note:  No  Congregation  need  be  cynical 
about  its  work.  200  years  may  bring  a  congregation  to  oblivion,  or  to 
resurrection;  but  churches  are  not  relics.  They  are  to  do  what  they  are 
called  to  do  in  their  world  at  any  given  time.  We  cannot  follow,  the 
tendancy  to  rest  on  our  laurels  or  pine  away  for  the  past.  We  must  al- 
ways be  tending  to  our  "mission"  to  the  world.

I  am  familiar  with  snow  s  hazzards 
and  hassles,   but  something   inside  me  is   fascinated  with  all  the  cold 

WhlteThatff something  inside  me  is  the  boy  who  grew  up  in  the  warm  aim  of 
a  more  southern  latitude,  for  whom  snow  was  a  reality  only  on  rare  trips 
to  a  nearby  mountain  range  in  January.  So  as  I  see  the  seasons  roll  a- 
round  the  Indiana  countryside  I  am  perhaps  less  disgusted  than  I  ought 
to  be.

1  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION 

|  Maybe  you  have  read  that  the  body  of  an  average  sized  person, 
proken  down  into  its  chemical  components,  is  worth  somewhere  around  one 
br  two  dollars.   A  somewhat  depressing  thought. 

But  good  news!    One  biologist  recently  re-evaluated  the  worth  of 
the  human  body  on  the  basis  of  the  value  of  the  various  marketable  sub- 
tances  found  in  it.  He  estimated  a  value  of  over  a  million  dollars! 

What  makes  the  difference  in  these  two  estimates?  One  considered 
the  body  in  terms  of  chemical  elements,  dead  and  dry.  The  other  consid- 
ered it  as  a  complex  organism,  which  contains  substances  often  needed  in 
medical  procedures  to  save  lives. 

However,  the  question  needs  to  be  raised  up  one  more  level.  We  are 
more  than  either  chemical  elements  or  medically  valuable  substances.  We 
are  whole  human  beings,  chemical  and  biological,  but  also  intelligent 
and  emotional,  thinking  and  feeling,  responding  to  the  world  and  one  an- 
other with  laughter,  with  love,  with  hope.  We  are  chemicals,  yes,  but 
chemicals  touched  by  the  love  of  God.  That  is  the  Good  News!

AN  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION 


Sit  silently  for  a  moment  in  a  quiet  place  and  listen.  What  do 
you  hear? 

Here  in  my  study  I  hear  the  traffic  rumbling  by  on  Calhoun  Street; 
the  occasional  sound  of  the  movements  of  others  in  the  building;  and  the 
omnipresent  buzz  of  florescent  lights;  and  finally,  almost  completely 
unnoticed,  but  loud  now  that  my  attention  has  found  it,  the  sound  of  my 
own  breathing. 

Our  minds  are  designed  to  focus  our  attention  on  the  immediately 
relevant,   and  to  ignore  the  consistent  and  ubiquitous.   Thus  we  ignore 
background  noises,  but  hear  the  telephone's  ringing  or  the  conversation. 

This  human  facility  for  focusing  effects  our  relationship  to  God. 
Nothing  and  no  one  is  as  continually  present  or  ubiquitous  to  us  as  is 
God.  It  sounds  a  little  crass  to  admit  that  we  ignore  God  when  we  at- 
tend to  the  more  immediate  details  of  our  lives.  Maybe  it  is  better  to 
say  that  we  assume  God,  like  we  assume  our  next  breath,  and  the  next, 
and  the  next. 

When  we  do  focus  on  God's  presence,  either  when  we  call  on  him  in 
need,  or  when  he  becomes  present  to  us  in  the  joy  of  a  moment,  let's 
know  that  he  is  there  when  we  call  upon  him  because... he  is  there!

FROM  PARSON  TO  PERSON 
Dear  Friends , 

As  you  may  well  know,  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
and  the  United  Church  of  Christ  (not  to  be  confused  with  the  Church  of 
Christ)  are  discussing  the  possibility  of  a  denominational  merger.  There 
are  many  similarities  between  our  two  denominations.  For  example,  we 
are  similar  in  size  (1.3  million  Disciples,  1.8  million  U.C.C),  and  we 
are  both  congregationally  governed.  In  fact,  there  are  not  many  signi- 
ficant differences  between  us. 

However,  it  is  precisely  some  of  our  similarities  that  disturb  me. 
Neither  of  us  is  growing  in  size  (although  we  are  both  trying  to  turn 
this  around)  and,  a  related  similarity  I  think,  neither  of  us  has  a 
clear  identity  or  purpose.  A  certain  prescription  for  disaster  in  mar- 
riage is  for  two  people  to  get  married  in  order  to  "find  themselves." 
They  invariably  get  further  lost.  I  think  this  is  true  of  church  uni- 
sons too. 

Therefore,  while  it  is  still  early  in  the  process,  I  believe  that  a 
merger  between  our  two  denominations  would  be  useful  only  if  it  could  be 
done  in  a  way  that  would  help  us  both  discover  who  we  are  and  what  our 
mission  in  the  world  is.  These  are  more  complex  issues  than  first  meets 
the  eye. 

I  will  continue  to  engage  in  the  discussions  because  we  have  much 
to  learn  from  each  other.  But  I  hope  the  discussions  will  lead  to  clar- 
ity rather  than  to  further  confusion  of  identities.  More  later.

AN  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION 

One  of  the  implications  the  Resurrection  is  that,  as  Christ  was  set 
free  from  the  tomb,  and  as  he  was  freed  from  death  itself,  so  we  are 
made  free. 

Yet,  we  hardly  seem  free.   We  are,  as  it  were,  slaves  to  our  sched- 
ules, slaves  to  the  demands  of  job  and  career,  slaves  to  our  environment, 
slaves  even  to  our  own  bodies,  and  slaves  to  habits  and  behavior  patterns 
we  despise  but  cannot  break. 

And  yet,  Christ  has  shown  these  things  for  what  they  are.  They  are 
real,  no  doubt.  But  they  are  not  ultimate.  They  are  temporary.  They 
will  not  pass.  They  shape  us  and  squeeze  us,  but  they  do  not  determine 
our  ultimate  shape.  For  each  of  us  has  the  freedom,  within  ourselves, 
to  say  "yes"  to  God.  Nothing  and  no  one  else  has  that  power  over  us. 
We  can  strive  against  and  cope  with  all  these  other  things  because  we 
are  servants  of  Christ,  not  slaves  to  them.  "So  through  God  you  are  no 
longer  a  slave,  but  a  son."

AN  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION 

As  the  Indiana  primary  approaches  I  am  reminded  of  how  personality 
oriented  our  electoral  process  is.  And,  I  am  also  reminded  how  foolish 
it  is  for  Christians  to  tag  this  or  that  individual  as  God's  man  or  wo- 
man for  the  job. 

I  admire  spiritual  confidence.  But  there  is  such  a  thing  as  over- 
confidence.  Infallible  interpreters  of  the  Bible  and  the  times  fail  to 
recognize  that  we  all  have  clay  feet,  and  that  none  of  us  completely 
know  the  mind  of  God.  In  1976  many  with  such  confidence  pointed  to  Jim- 
my Carter  as  God's  "born  again"  candidate.  To  them  God  had  doubts  about 
Episcopalian  Gerald  Ford.  However,  by  1980  many  again  had  the  confi- 
dence to  point  out  God's  candidate;  and  while  Ronald  Reagan  made  no  such 
claims  for  himself,  one  group  bluntly  indicated  him  as  "The  Christian 
Candidate,"  (Newsweek,  Sept.  15,  1980.  Page  36).  To  these  folk,  Presi- 
dent Carter  had  evidently  fallen  out  of  divine  favor.  I  hesitate  to 
think  that  God  was  the  fickle  one! 

Political  and  social  issues  always  need  to  be  examined  and  judged 
in  the  light  of  the  Gospel  of  God's  love.  But  to  attack  or  defend  in- 
dividuals in  God's  name  is  imprudent.  Weigh  their  ideas  according  to 
your  values,  but  neither  justify  nor  condemn,  because  we  each  fall  under 
the  judgement  of  God  -  not  one  another.   (Matthew  7:1-2)

AN  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION 

Alcoholics  Anonymous  is  a  spiritual  fellowship,  as  one  soon  learns 
in  reading  the  "Big  Book",  A.A.'s  guiding  text.  It  is  not  necessarily 
a  Christian  fellowship,  for  each  person  speaks  of  God  as  I  conceive  of 
him."  Many  find  they  must  sweep  away  oppressive  or  flawed  views  of  a 
tyrant  God  learned  from  friends,  parents,  and  even  churches.  But  God, 
as  each  persons  comes  to  conceive  of  God,  is  a  key  element  in  A. A.  s 
twelve  steps  to  recovery:  steps  two  and  three  are:  (We)  came  to  be- 
lieve that  a  power  greater  than  ourselves  could  restore  us  to  sanity, 
and,  "(We)  made  a  decision  to  ^  turn  our  will  and  our  lives  over  to  the 
care  of  God  as  we  understood  him.  " 

Those  who  put  the  Big  Book  together  found,  in  their  broad  experi- 
ence that  this  spiritual  dimension  was  an  absolute  necessity  for  recov- 
ery.' One  chapter  titled  "We  Agnostics"  states:  "Were  our  contentions 
(that  God  is  not  necessary  to  explain  the  universe)  true,  it  would  fol- 
low that  life  originated  out  of  nothing,  means  nothing,  and  procedes  no- 
where." However,  they  discovered  that  "...deep  down  in  every  man,  wo- 
man, and  child,  is  the  fundamental  idea  of  God.  It  may  be  obscured  by 
calamity,  by  pomp,  by  worship  of  other  things,  but  in  some  form  or  an- 
other it  is  there." 

This  is  something  they  have  discovered  by  experience  at  the  very 
root  of  life,  in  a  choice  between  life  or  death  by  their  illness.  In 
their  adversity  they  have  discovered  what  many  in  our  secular  age 
miSS:(Alld quotes  are  from  the  Third  editions  of  Alcoholics  Anonymous, 
Published  in  1976  by  Alcoholics  Anonymous  World  Services,  Inc.).  -■  ^h&^K

AN  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION  . 

The  late  Martin  Niemoller  was  imprisoned  in  concentration  camps  for 

eight  years  before  and  during  World  War  II  for  resisting  the  Nazi  regime. 
After  the  war,  in  a  sermon  to  a  European  Christian  Leader  s  gathering, 
hi  said  of  the  unspeakable  evils  commited  by  his  nation:  "We  have   no 

right  to  pass  off  all  guilt  on  the  evil  Nazis We  have  done  little  to 

stop  the  corruption  and,  above  all,  we  the  church  failed.  For  we  knew 
which  way  was  false  and  which  was  right,  yet  let  people  run  unwarned  in- 
to ruination.  I  do  not  exclude  myself  from  this  guilt,  for  I  too  have 
kept  silent  when  I  should  have  spoken." 

He  like  the  ancient  Hebrew  prophets,  read  the  signs  of  the  times 
and  saw  the  self-destructive  evils  of  his  people  and  of  their  leaders . 
He  knew  that  he,  as  a  Christian,  was  required  by  God  to  speak  to  these 
national  issues,  as  are  Christian  leaders  today  to  speak  so  as  to 
prevent  national  (and  now,  international)  self  destruction.

AN  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION 

There  is  a  lot  of  talk  among  those  who  work  with  youth  about  peer 

pressure",  about  how  a  young  person  will  do  things  which  are  potentially 
harmful  or  which  they  do  not  want  to  do,  in  order  to  gain  acceptance  a- 
mong  a  group  of  friends.  But  the  basic  problem  is  deeper  than  just 
"peer  pressure",  and  it  is  not  a  problem  restricted  to  youth. 

The  basic  issue  is:  Who  or  what  grants  us  acceptability?  What 
aives  us  worth?  Often  it  is  our  friends,  parents,  children,  co-workers, 
boss,  spouse,  the  T.V.,  even  the  legal  and  political  system  one  lives 
under.  These  inevitably  exert  the  pressure  of  their  expectations  upon 
our  lives,  and  we  inevitably  fail  to  meet  the  standards  and  values  of 
these  individuals,  institutions,  or  our  culture.  The  search  for  accept- 
ability along  this  path  is  fruitless. 

If  however,  God  is  the  ultimate  source  of  our  worth,  and  if  tod 
finds  us  acceptable,  we  can  better  cope  with  this  struggle  of  our  self- 
worth.  If  we  are  forgiven  of  our  inability  to  meet  external  standards  - 
become  free  to  choose  those  standards  and  values  we  ourselves  believe 
in  at  the  very  root  of  our  being.  After  all,  that's  where  God  is. 
"For  freedom  Christ  has  set  us  free;  standfast,  therefore  and  do  not 
submit  again  to  a  yoke  of  slavery."  Gal.  5:1.   (Read  Gal.  4:1-7)

AN  ASSOCIATE'S  OBSERVATION 

A  couple  of  weeks  ago   Dick  preached  a  good  sermon  about  television 

and  the  need  to  be  a  critical  viewer.  I  would  like  to  add  a  few  obser- 
vations of  my  own  as  a  form  of  "Amen"  to  that  sermon. 

A  recent  study  done  by  the  Gallup  organization  and   the  Annenberg 
School  of  Communication,   as  reported  in  the  Christian  Century  Magazine 

(July  18-24,1984),  made  this  statement:" television  is,   in  many 

ways,  the  common  mass  ritual  of  American  'civil  religion1.  Therefore  it 
should  not  be  surprising  to  find  that  general  television  (as  opposed  to 
"religious"  television)  relates  to  and  cultivates  religiosity  in  its  own 
way".  And,  the  study  suggests,  "commercial  television  viewing  may  sup- 
ply or  supplant  (or  both)  some  religious  satisfactions  and  thus  lessen 
the  importance  of  religion  for  its  heavy  viewers". 

Television  shows  do  indeed  contain  teaching  on  right  and  wrong, 
good  and  evil.  They  also  confirm  belief  systems,  like  the  belief  that 
the  good  guys,  even  if  they  are  inept,  will  win.  Television  will  tell 
us  what  is  important,  what  gives  life  meaning,  what  it  means  to  be  suc- 
cessful, and  which  deodorant  will  make  us  acceptable.  In  short,  if  we 
let  it,  T.V.  will  do  for  us  many  of  the  things  for  which  we  used  to  de- 
pend on  God.

A  couple  of  weeks  ago,  as  I  was  driving  down  Harrison  Street  to- 
ward the  church  I  suddenly  noticed  some  of  the  trees  were  not  entirely 
green  -  and  I  realized  that,  yes,  Fall  is  here!

As  part  of  our  annual  steward- 
ship emphasis,  we  have  invited  Becca  Olson  to  share  what  stewardship 

means  to  her.  ,  . 

To  me  the  word  Stewardship  is  synonomous  w%th  "gvvvng  to  the 
church".  Stewardship,  in  fact,  encompasses  all  the  different  ways  of 
giving.  I  think  we  can  give  of  our  talents,  our  personality,  our  love, 
as  well  as  our  monitory  contributions  -  and  we  should.

It's  a  commitment  I'm  excited  to  make.
